‘“ The families so scattered are in 
despair and the morale of tile whole 
population is gravely affected. 
Boys 
of fourteen, schoolboys in knicker­ 
bockers, young girls of fifteen to six- 
ten have been carried off, and the de­ 
spairing protests of their parents failed 
to touch the hearts of the German otfi- 
cers, or rather executioners.’ 
“One last detail: ‘The persons so 
deported are allowed to write home 
once a month; that is to say, even less 
often than military prisoners.’ 
“Such tire the declarations which we 
have collected and which, without com­ 
mentary, confirm in an even more 
striking way the facts which we took 
th.e liberty of laying before you. 
“We do not wish here to enter into 
the question Af provisioning, in the in­
